Continued from page | 
the country. 
. We don't seem to get the 
great peaks of deep valleys 
the big cities get. perhaps 
due to the rural nature of 
our employment base 

However, it is every bit as 
bad to be unemployed in 
Madoc 4s it is in Toronto if 
you are the one in that 
predicamenit. 

Some people have jobs 
better protected from the 
affects of inflation and 
unemployment and maybe 
they are less able to 
perceive the predicament of 
the unemployed. 

Whatever the reason, you 
only have to listen to any 
news broadcast to hear the 
facts and to understand that 
a very real problem does 
exist. 

The next step, now that 
we have faced the fact that 
there is a problem, is to 
decide what to-do about it. 

Many people might say 
the problem is far too great 
for “little old me’’ to get 
involved and continue to do 
nothing. I believe that is a 
major mistake. 

The solution to the worlds 
economic problems may be 
a job for the so-called 
experts but I don't think so. 
After all they are the ones 
who got us into the trouble. 

We all can work to 
aleviate the ill affects of this 
recession in our own com- 
munities, providing first 
aid, so to speak, while we 
await that so-called expert 
help. 

This means that we will 
have to be prepared to 
increase the funds for social 
assistance and this means 
more tax money for that 
area of spending. 

Now here's the catch. 
Those of us lucky enough to 
be still working and still 
paying taxes are also hard 
hit by inflation and have 
less income due to the poor 
economy.’ Where are we 
going to find the money to 
pay those higher taxes? The 
extra money is just not 
there; that is why it is 
important for all of us to 
take measures to meet the 
challenge, to. understand 
what must be done and to 
take appropriate action. 

In order to spend more on 
assistance to the poor, the 
sick and th ecelderly it is 
important that all levels of 
government, federal, pro 
vincial, county, school 
boards, and municipal, not 
only hold the line but reduce 
spending in non-essential 
areas to allow the necessary 
increases in necessary 
social services without in- 
creasing the burden on the 
already overburdened tax- 
payer. L

Grants cost every man 
woman and child. They are 
not even free to those too 
poor to pay taxes.

ing and at the same time 
advocating full speed ahead 
on their projects which are 
funded in large part by 
those other governments. 
through direct or indirect 
grants. 

The same is true of many 
taxpayers who want lower 
taxes but more services at 
the same time. 

One way we can help to 
get a handle on spending is 
by looking to the past for a 
solution 

Our fathers often talked 
about some of the fun times 
they had during the depres 
sion of the thirties. 

If you listen to what is 
said one thing is obvious: 
people made their own 
entertainment in those 
days. Recreation was totally 
user-pay and in most cases 


more ironic 


that meant more muscle 
than moncy.

To mine tale under 
ground, he explained, men 
and’ machinery must be 
transported down and talc 
must be transported back 
up. 

Water must be collected 
constantly and pumped out. 
Fresh air, must be pumped 
in. 

Space is limited and 
equipment is expensive. 
Production is difficult with 
small machines working in 
confined spaces. 

To top it off, he said, 
tunnels must be dug 
through rock around the 
tale, and small draw points 
cut off the tunnels into the 
tale deposit. 

“Tale is co-operative,” 
he said. It caves in 
conveniently with a little 


persuasion, but since men 


and equipment cannot leave 
rock 
tunnels, it is only possible to 
probe a few feet into the 
talc. Much of it cannot be 
recovered, making the oper 
ation inefficient in that way. 

To mine it in an open pit, 
the topsoil is scraped off 
and huge machines can 
harvest tale quickly and 
completely, he said. 

There need be no initial 
machinery investment; the 
work can be contracted to 
someone with equipment. 

“We may mine under- 
ground when the open pit 
gets down a few hundred 
fect,’ he said as he donned 
overalls, fitted himself with 
a head lamp and headed for 
the underground mine.

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Naturalists urge more input 
in parkland decision-making

It's time to complete 
Ontario's parks system. 
Park supporters cheered 


. this spring when the Minis- 


ter of Natural Resources, 


' Alan Pope, tabled a roster 


of more than 240 candidate 
parks to be considered for 
inclusion in the provincial 
park system. A deadline of 
December 1982 was set for 
all decisions to be made on 
the allocation of crown land 
to ;forestry, mining parks 
and other landuses. More 
cheers because firm 


deadlines from within the ~ 


bureaucratic ivory tower are 
hard to come by and this 
time the Minister seems 
committed to meet that 
aggressive 
public participation cam- 
paign complete with open 
houses would ensure local 
concerns were considered in 
the decision making. More 
cheers - because we all like 
to have our say. But also 
cause for alarm particularly 
among the residents of 
southern Ontario. ~ 

Of the 87 percent of the 
provincial land base known 
as crown land, an over- 


jwhelming percentage is 


located in northern Ontario. 
Se, unless southern Ontar- 
ians were prepared to drive 
to the open houses in the 
vicinity of their secret 
fishing hole, nature reserve 
or wilderness retreat, they 
will be hard pressed to 
comment on what uses were 
allowed in their favourite 
spots. 

Herein lies one of the 
major weaknesses of the 
Ministry of Natural Resour- 
ces public participation pro- 
cess. Major decisions are 
being made on a province 
wide system of parks, made 
up of land owned by and 
paid for by all Ontarians. 
Yet only local comment is 
being solicited. 

Park advocates, particu- 
larly those in the north, 
need support. Their case for 
parks hinges on a gleam in 
the eye of conservationists. 

A complete system of 
parks that would truly 
preserve representative 
portions of Ontario land- 
scape, provide recreational 
opportunities and a broad 
economic base for many 
Ontarians. 

Their opponents are 
working with a well-estab- 


lished network of support 
founded in the local com- 
munities of northern Ontar- 
io. The forest industry 
claims expansion of a parks 
system will ‘‘deal a crush- 
ing blow to their (sic) 
industry and the provincial 
economy'’. The mining in 
dustry claims ‘‘vociferous 
environmentalists would 
close-down anything remot- 
ely related to mining.” 


Many of the northern 
residents believe these 
statements. 


Yet in identifying candi- 
date parks, the Ministry of 
Natural Resources went out 
of its way to screen out most 
parks which had a high 
conflict with either forestry 
or mining. And even if all 

idate parks were ap- 


Bill Davis has been Prem- 
ier. Yet in the same period, 
an area the equivalent of the 
one wilderness park has 
been written off every year 
from further commercial 
forestry because of insuffic- 
ient regeneration. It is time 
for the people of Ontario to 
stake their claim for parks 
before it is too late. 

It is unclear but doubtful 
whether there will be an 
opportunity for southerners 
to support park advocates in 
the north. This is a sad 
comment on the Ministry of 
Natural Resources public 
participation process. After 
all, 85 per cent of Ontarians 
have visited a procincial 
park at some time in their 
lives and over half do so in 
any one year. And where is 
the vast majority of the - 
Ontario population? In the 
south.

A closer ‘look at Justice 
Minister Jean Chretien’s 
policy paper, however, indi- 
cates that the commitment 
is only to a minimum of 
three more years of study. 
Nowhere in 123 pages does 
the government take .a 
position on any of the major 
issues beyond generally 
favouring ‘‘restraint’’ in 
criminal matters. 

Canadians have seen 
eleven years of studies by 
Quawa's Law Reform Com- 
mission, but exceedingly 
little federal legislation ex: 
cept the recently-passed 
Sexual Offences Bill and a 
genuine attempt to do 
something about. porno- 
graphy involving children. 
Serious crime, including 
organized crime, continues 
to increase. ‘ 

Do we wait unul our 
crime rate equals that of the 
United States before Ottawa 
acts in the many areas 
within its jurisdiction: to 
make our streets and homes 
a little safer? As one of 
myriad examples, the cab- 
inet knows very well that its 
mandatory supervision pre 
‘release program for convic- 
ted offenders is about 
equally unacceptable to the 
public, inmates and police, 
but does nothing to reform 
it.

Mechanical Processing: 
In many cases grinding HM 
corn increases digestability 
and feed efficiency.

Prevention of spoil- 
age is essential because 
grinding does open up the 
kernel to micro-organisms. 
Ideal moisture content of 
kernels is about 28 per cent. 
If not processed by harvest- 
ing equipment, grinders or 
forage blowers with suitable 
recutter screens do a 
satisfactory job at the silo. 
~~ Storage: Shelled or ear 
corn, when ground, packs 
better than whole grain and 
can be stored in convention- 
al open top silos. HM corn 


puts more pressure on side 


walls than floes. dry grain. 
Older unreinforced — silos 
may need outside reinforce- 
ment. Gas tight silos of steel 
or cement with bottom 
unloaders pose few prob- 
lems in storing any form of 
HM corn. Any side open- 
ings ‘should be calked or 
sealed to prevent entry of 
air. If the inner surface of 
the silo is soft or porous, it 
should be refinished (ce- 
ment) or given an epoxy 
type coating. A distriabutor 
is a must for ground 
material.

In the early days of 
Canada’s oil industry, an oil 
discovery created a great 
flurry of activity among oil 
men anxious to acquire the 
property adjacent to the 
discovery lease. In fact that 
particular aspect of the 
business continues to create 
excitement and whenever a 
discovery is made there is 
keen competition for the 
surrounding leases. 
it was in June of 1936 that 
Turner Valley Royalties No. 
1 blew in as 1,000 barrel per 


day crude oil producer at 


the south end of the Turner 
Valley field. The discovery 
was near a camp’ town then 
known as Little Chicago, 
and rates in historic impor- 
tance with Leduc, Redwater 
and Fort St. John in the 
chronicles of the Canadian 
oil industry. 

Frank McMahon, founder 
and then president of the 
late Pacific Petroleums Lrd.,

discovered that a_ lease 
covering a drilling site 
approximately a mile from 
the Royalties discovery was 
held by a man named Shore 
who was the CPR agent at 
Abbotsford, B.C. 
McMahon, a wiry, six:

Rockies to Abbotsford 
where he contactéd Mr.

No location too small 


for dwarf everg 


by Jim Lounsbery 
Ontario Ministry of 
Agriculture and Food 


Do you have a favorite 


small spot you'd like to land- , 


scape? Whether it’s a town- 
house lot, a pool or deck 
area; it's just the right size 
for dwarf evergreens. 

A dwarf evergreen re- 
mains small as it matures, 
even without pruning. Some 
dwarf evergreens belong to 
a naturally small species, 
such as the horizontal juni- 
pers. In other cases, a sharp- 
eyed collector or nursery- 
man has spotted an attrac- 
tive compact, mutation and 
propagated it for industry. 
The well-known Alberta 
Spruce can be traced back to 
a chance seedling of the 
much larger White Spruce. 
Some dwarf evergreens ori- 
ginated as ‘witches brooms - 
clusters of dense stunted 
branchlets occurring on 
large trees. Cuttings taken 
from these abnormal grow- 
ths often matured into com- 
pact trees. 

Don't confuse 
dwarf esergreens with the 
art of bonsai. Dwarfs are 
naturally small. while bon- 
sai material is artificially 
growth-controlled by root 
and top pruning. and by re- 
stricting roots in small con-

tainers. 

Like their larger relatives, 
dwarf evergreens come ina 
of shapes. 


variety sizes, 


colors and textures. Some 
are as tiny as golf balls, and 
are only suitable for trough 
gardens or protected areas 
of a rockery.

WOODWARDIIL GLOBE

dwarfs, reaches a metre in 
height and width.

It 
forms a neat, green globe 
that neser needs trimming. 
There smaller globe 
cedars. such as LITTLE 
GEM and HETZ MIDGET. 
and a golden form, GOLD- 
EN GLOBE. : 

BLUE RUG JUNIPER isa 
very flat spreader with an 
ultimate width ‘of two to 
three metres. Tt has an at- 
tractise steel blue color all 
vear. Its spread can be con- 
trolled by pruning. 

TAMARIX JUNIPER is 
popular as a foundation 
planting because it forms @ 
low mound about a metre 
acroxs, featuring deep green 
foliage.

Caring for dwarf ever- 
greens is no more difficult 
than caring for larger ones. 
In some cases, dwarf ever- 
greens are less trouble once 
established. 

Plant in good soil, remove 


plastic or fibre containers, 


but retain the burlap if the 
tree came balled and bur- 


lapped. Water well immedi- | 
ately after planting. Then’ 


water thoroughly when the | 
soil is dry, especially during | 


the first season. 

It’s wise to mulch dwarf 
evergreens with bark chips 
or similar materials to 
maintain moisture and alle- 
viate winter heaving until 
the plant establishes a good 
root system. Mulching also 
reduces weeding. Hand hoe- 
ing near small plants can 
injure the roots. Little 


pruning is needed except to 


keep the plant neat looking. 

Slow-growing varieties 
don't need much fertilizer - 
too much may alter growth 
patterns. Well-rotted ma- 
nure, slow-release fertilizer. 
or asmall feeding of 7-7-7 or 
10-10-10 every year or so is 
plenty. 

If you choose the right 
plants for your area, little 
winter protection is needed. 
A few of the more sensitive 
varieties may be sheltered 
behind rocks in a rockery, 
out of prevailing winds, or 
wrapped in burlap.

| think it’s time we recognized the fact that we're get- 
ting a new. breed of Canadian diplomat. | would suggest, 
respectfully, that the bravery of our Embassy staff in Beirut 
and Nairobi during the recent conflicts is more worthy of 
a little nationalistic excitement than a Canadian victory 
in the Miss Universe contest, or even the last time we 
beat the Russians in hockey. | was in South Vietnam when 
a Canadian transport took off carrying a government car, 
but none of the Embassy's frightened Vietnamese 
employees. The reason given was that the Government 
of South Vietnam had refused such people exit visas, that 
the Canadian representative was still accredited to that 
goverment, and that, Canada officially could not condone 
or facilitate illegal acts. Perfectly correct, of.course, but 
fortunately, it did not, a few years later, reflect the thought 
processes of the Canadian ambassador to Iran, Ken 
Taylor. Knowing that there were people like Mr. Taylor in 
External Affairs went a long way towards restoring my 
faith in a passport which | held with some misgiving after 
my Vietnam experience. Theodore Arcand, the Canadian 
Ambassador to Lebanon, and his very tough staff, have 
restored it even more. | think it's unfortunate that the 
Lebanese experience has made the Ambassador so anti- 
israeli, but. | can understand it, for a number of reasons. 
The stubborn fury of the Lebanese invasion has made it 
tough,all-over for people who support Israel. And | can 
say from personal experience that there is nothing imper- 
sonal about a shell or a bomb or a bullet slung in your 
direction. You tend to regard the people who fired it or 
dropped it as one of the enemy. Mr. Arcand and his team 
have now been moved out of course, and one of the two 
Lebanese staffers who stayed behind to man the 
telephones and keep the lines of communication open has 
been killed in the midst of a so-called ceasefire. But the 
spirit of the Embassy staff in Lebanon appears to be 
catching. Our High Commissioner in Kenya, Frank Miller, 
says the Canadian officials braved small arms and mor- 
tar fire in Nairobi over a weekend to ensure that all Cana- 
dians were safe during the attempted coup there. One 
Canadian diplomat, Frank Macinnes,. was hit in the leg 
by a ricocheting bullet during an assault on a Nairobi hotel. 
But once he'd been treated, he continued with the job 
of rounding up Canadian strays. It's easy to understand, 
in this day and age, why the romance of postings in ex- 


* otic places is wearing a bit thin. The wonder is that Cana- 


dians are still willing to serve in such places, and | think 
we owe them a little gratitude. 
That's not news but that too is reality.

more farmers rotate their 
corn crops. New producers 
are reminded that all winter 
wheat, other than feed 
grade, is sold through the 
Wheat Producers’ Market- 
ing Board at Chatham. All 
producers are required to be 
registered and, if not, 
should contact the Board or 
check with their OMAF 
office for a registration form 
before shipping wheat. 

Normally producers re- 
ceive two or three, and 
possibly four, payments 
during the year. The first 
payment, made on delivery 
to the Board's agents, is set 
at $120.42 per tonne or 
$3.25 per bushel for this 
year. Normally an interim 
payment is made in mid- 
winter with the final pay- 
ment coming in the fall after 
all Board sales’ have been 
made and the books bal- 
anced at year-end in August 
of the following year. While 
most wheat is delivered 
directly to agents of the 
Board, larger producers 
may take advantage of the 
producer-delivery program 
initiated in 1981. This 
program increases the re- 
turns to producers by 
paying the producer for 
direct delivery to the trans- 
fer elevator. 

In recent years, as well, 
the board has developed the 
on-farm storage program in 
an attempt to spread the 
delivery date of wheat over 
a longer period than just a 
month or so in the late 
summer and fall. The 
on farm storage program 
applies only to wheat stored 
on the farm and applications 
must be made to the Board 
office no later than October 
30 for producers to be 
eligible for the program. 

Producers who partici- 
pate in the on-farm storage 
program to receive upwards 
to $9.25 per tonne for wheat 
storéd = until February 
through to June. This 
amount is in compensation 
for storage and, in addition, 
producers will receive the 
carrying cost allowance, 


ranging from $1.50 per 
tonne in October to $7.50 
per tonne in April. Details

, The Immunization of 
School Pupils Act comes 
into full operation in Sep- 
tember 1982. This act is 
designed to safeguard the 
health of your children by 
requiring an acceptable 
standard of immunization 
against six dangerous, but 
nevertheless, preventable 
childhood diseases viz. 
Measles, German Measles 
(Rubella), Diphtheria, Te- 
tanus, Polio and Mumps. 
With 100 per cent immuni- 
zation these diseases could 
be virtually eliminated as 
was achieved with smallpox 
- once also a. scourge of 
mankind. 

The legislation requires 
that all Ontario pupils must 
provide proof of full immu- 
nization or must acquire the 
necessary immunization. 
This can be done either 
through the Health Unit or 
the Family Physician ‘and 
Pediatricians in their pri- 
vate offices. Exceptions are 
considered where there are 
proven medical grounds or 
because of religious beliefs. 

In the event of a 
threatened outbreak of any 
of the six mentioned disea- 
ses the Immunization of 
Pupils Act, gives the Medi- 
cal Officer of Health the 
authority to order the 
suspension from school of 
any pupil who is not 
adequately immunized, 
does not show intent to 
complete the required im- 
munization or who is not 
exempt on medical or 
religious grounds. Such 
exclusion from school is to 


_ facilitate control of any of 


the designated diseases.

Objective four envisages 
notifying victims of the 
outcome of a case and 
educating both victim and 
offender of the effect on 
families and others and to 
assist victims apart from the 
court system 

Objective five is to 
increase public awareness 
of available programs and of 
difficulties offenders en- 
counter when attempting to 
rehabilitate.

Women’s work 
under study 


The National Farmers 
Union is currently conduct- 
ing a research project on the 
“Employment practices of 
Farm Women’’, and preli- 
minary statistics from a 
survey carried out over the 
last four months indicate 
that farm women perform a 
significant amount of the 
work required to keep their 
farm running, yet do not 
receive remuneration equal 
to the value of their labor. 
Ontario delegate to the 
Women's Seminar, Ann Ley 
of Sutton West explained 
that while the study focuses 
of farm women, the results 
must be viewed in the 
context of the family farm 
operation as a whole. The 
family farm, she said, 
comprises an economic unit. 

“The labor of farm 
women tends to be under- 
valued," she said, ‘‘but of 
all members of the farm 
family are exploited to some 
extent. Production casts are 
rising rapidly while farm 
commodity prices are de- 
clining. One way farmers 
can subsidize their high 
costs of production is to 
utilize the labor power of 
the farm family, cither 
through on-farm work or by 
off-farm employment. In- 
come from other jobs is 
often used to subsidize ‘the 
farm operation.” 

The survey of nearly 200 


NFU women across the 
country revealed that: 
1. One-third of the 


respondants are themselves 
employed off the farm ont 
nearly half have one or more 
family members who work 
off the farm; 

2. Of those families with 
off-farm income, such in- 
come accounts for 28 ‘per 
cent of the family’s total net 
revenue; 

$. Two-thirds of the 
respondants reported that 
75 to 100 per cent of their 


farm-carned income gocs 
back into their farming 
operation; 


4. Only $ per cent of the 
respondants have forma- 
lized legal partnerships with 
their spouses in the farm 
operation; 

5. The majority of farm 
wives responding are 
younger and better educa- 
ted than their, spouses, 
however, they carn only 
about half as much money 
as their spouses when 

off the farm; 

6. Most of the respon- 
dants felt farm life was 

ing. but believed 
their lifestyles could be

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Self awareness develops from infancy

‘On Halloween last year, 
two-year-old Doug went 
from house to house in a 
railroad engineer's  dis- 
guise. When the neighbors 
asked “‘Oh, are you Casey 
Jones?"’ Doug replied in- 
dignantly “‘NO! I Doug 
Murray’. 

Through this humorous 
example, we can gain some 
insight into Doug's emer- 
ging self-concept. . Re- 
searchers tell us that a 


child's awareness of self 
comes through an interac 
tion of his personal charac- 
teristics (eg. temperment, 
intelligence, talents) with 
the social and physical 
environment. This is a 
gradual process in which 
the end product, the self- 
concept, is constantly re- 
vised according to, the 
child's changing capacity to 
conceptualize and under- 
stand the attributes 
ascribed to him and chang- 
ing* perspective on the

THE SELF-CONCEPT IN 
INFANCY 

in infancy, the self-con 
cept is fostered through the 
pleasure of sensory activity. 
For example, trying to put a 
large block into one’s mouth 
or trying to catch water as it 
is poured are lessons in 
self-hood as well as lessons 
about the object world. 

Another sign of a growing 
self-awareness is the self- 
exploration (gazing at one’s 
hands, sucking on one’s 
toes) and self-play (bab- 
bling, spitting out food) that 
all infants engage in during 
the first few months of life. 
With this exploration and 
play comes the realization 
that the infant has some 
control over what happens 
in ‘the world around him, 
that he can be a casual 
agent. With this awareness, 
the infant becomes in- 
creasingly sensitive to the 
events that occur as a direct 
result of his actions. For 


example, swiping at the’ 


mobile causes motion. sha-— 


king a rattle causes sound, 
flicking a switch makes the 
lights go out, and so on 
Another expression of 
self-awareness is self re- 
cognition. Any parent who 
has observed the ear to ear 
smile of an infant who is 
looking in the mirror, will 
know that the infant is 
developing a concept of self. 
Researchers have found 
that by five months of age 
infants respond to several 
aspects of the mirror image 
including eye to eye contact, 
the dependence of the 
image's movement on the 
baby's own movement, the 
smiling expression as dif- 
ferent from an unhappy or 
fearful expression and the 
similarity of the visual 
image to past images of the 
child's own face. 
Associated with this self- 
recognition is the recogni: 
tion of other familiar people 
and objects. The excitement

month old infant when he 
hears mom's or dad's voice 
as they come in the front 
door, or recognizes a 
familiar place (eg. his 
playroom) is evidence that 
the infant is putting togeth- 
er a “personal history’'. so 
to speak.

They're called “rockhounds.” Collectors of minerals 
And Bancroft draws them like a magnet. it's estimated 
there are about 500 different kinds of minerals in the area.

There are probably very few newsmen in the 
Toronto area who haven't been turning over the Susan 
“Nelles case recently. And I'm sure that thoughtful 
members of the general public have been having simi 
lar second thoughts. Susan Neiles, just for the laste 


is the nurse who was charged, but later cleared, 

the deaths of four infant patients at a Toronto keh el 
after being pilloried in the press and over the airwaves 
by people who, by and large, simply reported the due 
process of law. In late August, after 14 months of 


. mental anguish, Dr. James Nelles, the nurse's father, 


died from the sain of a heart attack two weeks 
earlier. Dr. Nelles was a Belleville pediatrician, 

respected, even ed: by the community he,served. 

By all the processes we defend in f rlidmentary 
democracies, Nurse Nelles has been innoc@pt from the 
very start. When she was charged with tie murders 
of four infants, she was innocent until proven guilty 

She remained innocent, of course, when she was 
discharged following a preliminary hearing this Spring, 
because the evidence was deemed circumstantial and 
flawed. Being innocent is as absolute as being 
pregnant: you are or you aren't. But what she and her 
family have suffered, and suffer now, despite her 
innocence, is beyond mere words to describe. And it 
cannot help but raise serious doubts about both the 
legal process and the way we report on it. Susan 
Nelles is suing the Attorney Genera! of Ontario and 
the Metro Police Force for malicious prosecution. The 
government meanwhile, despite her innocence, has 
refused to pay any part of her iegal bill, which ts 
rumoured to be astronomical. Her father, before he 
diéd, was disturbed by the fact that the police would 
pay a suspected killer, not yet convicted, $100,00 to 
lead them to the bodies of the victims but that the 
same public purse could not be pried open for a citizen 
who was hopelessly in debt after establishing her‘ 
innocence. Colleagues in Belleville told the Canadian 
Press that D?# Nelles was the kind of specialist who 
‘‘never refused to get up in the middle.of the night 
to go out to see a sick child.’’ In the eyes of parents 
at least, there can be no higher accolade than that. 
Few of us would doubt that the charges against his 
daughter led directly to the heart attack that killed him 
at the age of 56, when much of his life should have 
yet been to come. Few of us can doubt that what has 
happened to Dr. Nelles and his family is wrong. But 
none of us seem to know what to do to right that 
wrong, or equally important, prevent another one. 

That's not news but that too is reality.

Pricing Corn Silage 

A slow growing season, 
early frost. and poor corn 
prices will mean that some 
corn planted for grain will, 
be harvested as silage this 
fall. In fact, feeding live- 
stock may be ,the most 
profitable means of market 
ing corn this year, either as 
silage. high moisture. or as 
grain 

For those who are buying 
or seHing corn for silage the 
problem of arriving at an 
equitable price is always of 
concern.
